I have the lionoue^to repi-rt upon tlie 
rofcronco from tlio 'Sccrotary of State for 
Ciuuuhi, of till' lotlpr of I^Ir .lusticc Cray, 
cif tlio KHpremo Cfviirt, r.iiti.sli C'olumbiii, 
datc'l ITlli in.st., pM.tr.it iui,' .^gaill.st tho 
]ii-iivisions of tho Orilm' in Council o! tho 
12th July last, whorehy he i.s directed to 
re.^idi', nnd u.sually discharge hia du- 
xh'H a.s .ludgo of tlie SuproiHO Court, Brit- 
i.sli Cdluialjia, in the WcitniiiLstor Judi- 
cial Di.strict, a.s defined l>y the "Judicial 
District Act, 1870," pa.ssod by tho LcgiH- 
lalurc of tho Province of I'.riti.-di Coluni- 
hia, and urging that the direction in the 
Order in Council referred tu may be can- 
celled, for the reasons stated in his letter. 
Tho.sc reasoii.s arc in effect, that at the 
time of hi.s appointment asJudfje, in 1872, 
ho took uji hi.s n nideiRT at N'icloria, a.s 
by law lu^ wa.s thou untitled to do, and in 
accordance with the existing practice; but 
neither in the "British North America 
. "' Kct'^^&T," nor in thcDoniinion Statutes, 
nor in the local Acts of tho Province at 
that time, wa.s there aiiylitnitation or any 
authority given anywhere to limit the res- 
idence of a Judge to any particular sopi 
ill the Provnice, and that his Coiniui.'ision 
.•ippointed liiin a Judge to hold office dur- 
ing good behaviour and liisresidencewith- 
in the Province. 

That his residence in Victoria was in 
strict compliance with tho law and witii 
his 1 Coinniission, and tlmt a removal 
^ aaaUipt'jIua will and to his injury iscQntra- 
1^ toytiio conditions sot out in his Com- 
.thission. 

Tliat the tenure of office being "good 
Ijoliavionr," the removal from Yictoria to 
New NVcatmiiiater, entailinsj personal and 
pecuniary loss and inconvenience, th«ugli 
not a removal from ottice, i.s a violation of 
the principle .securing the independence 
of tho Judges. That the Provincial Act, 
whicii professes to clothe the flovernor- 
or-General with power to make a direc- 
tion involving such a removal is iiUni 
fwv.s of tho Provincial Legislature. 

The Statute under which the Order in 
Council of the 12th July last was passed 
is sot out in my rcpiu-l to Council of tho 
29th Juno last, upon which the Order re- 
fered to was passed. 

The provisions of that statute are sim- 
ilar to the provisions of the Statute of 
Quebec, .')G Yic. , (L87-) eliap. sec, ;i, 
under whicli upon many occasions Orders 
in Council h.avo bcon passed aasignini,' 
certain districts and rcsidoncca to Judges 
of the Superior Court of that Province. 

Tlio constitutionality of that Statute 
has not, so far as I am aware, hitherto 
been questioned. It dncs not appear to 
mo that the Cirder in Council directing 
Mr. Justice Gray to reside, and usually 
discharge his duties as a Judge in .some 
pltico in the Province other than that 
where ho has hitherto resided, is an in- 
frins,'enient of his right.s under his Com- 
mission, or in any way interferes with his 
indopoudcncc asa Judgo witliin tlicnicaii- 
ing of tiiat phra.sc as applied tothclioncli. 

By tho "JBriti.sli North .Vuierican .\el, 
1807," the Administration of .Iu.stice in 
tho I'rovince, including tlie constitution, 
organization and inaintcnano of Provin- 
cial Courts, i.s within the exclusivo Icf^i.s- 
lative authority of t!;e Provincial Legi.i- 
laturcs. Tho Lc):;i.-daturo of the Provinco 
of British Coluniliia having deemed it oa- 
pediont to make certain chanson witli res- 
pect to the Administration of .Iu.stice ill 
the Province, and to the conslitutiou of 
t.ho Provincial Suprpinc (Vnirt, passed an 
\ct for that pur]iose. ln-iii;; -ll* Vic, 
(187B) chap. I'd. 

This Act provided fi.r ilu- appoini uienl 
of two additional .]ud;.!es of the .Siiprenie 
Court. 

The Parliaiiu iit of Ciiiiauu made pro- 
vision for the iiayment of the .salaries of 
the two new .iudges, who were aftor- 
w.ards duly appointed tu cany out the 
elianges contemplated by tiio Act of 1878. 
.•\noLhor Statuto was pa.ssed by the Legi.s- 
lature of British Culunibia, called the 
•Mudioial District Act, 1879," whereby 
the Provinco was divided into certain .fu- 
dioial Districts, and in LSHO the Act wiis 
jiassed under which the Order in Council, 
against which j\Ir .lustice (hay protests, 
was made.

A petition from Thornton Fell was pre 
sonlodand read by Mr. Galbraith and re 
ferred to private bill committee. 

coMMiTTEK UKrours. 

Mr. Armstrong reported tho following 
bills from tho private bills committee: - 
Bills for the admission as barristers nf 
D. M. Eberfs, O. E. Corbonld, Clemcius 
and others; and that tlie preambles liiid 
been passed in the following cases; Kill 
to authorize tlie admission of .S. J'. .Mill- 
as a solicitor and barrister, and do. Ohas. 
Wilaon. 

A number of private bills were then 
read a first time. 

iTiii.ii; A( I or.s IS. 
Mr. Saul presented Ihc first rciioit nn 
public accounts, which w.as read. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven in moving the ailop- 
tion of tho first report of this connnit- 
teo reniavked that thcao accoimts were 
,;brouKht to a later date and were present 
" ed earlier than ever before. Ho compar- 
ted "the prompitude of tb.c present presen- 
tation of accounts with that of former 
ycai's wiHi not a little energy and empha- 
.si.H. 

Mr. Mara did not know that any hon. 
j^ontluman had attacked the finance min- 
ister. He spoke just as though some one 
had done so. The finance minister had 
been .1 good boy and was deserving of 
credit for sending the .occounls down in 
the way that ho had done. 

Mr. Ash as a member of the public ac- 
counts committee did not think there was 
any necessity for tho ministei' of finance 
and agriculture inforrint; th:>l anyone h:id 
been censuring him. 

Mr. .Saul did nut think .uiy incinliei' of 
the committee had cast any rolloetion on 
the hon. tho miuistor of finance. The re- 
port wnsrathercomplimpntarvlh:in other- 
wise.

Mr. .\sh asked leave to introduce a Bill 
intituled "An Act to amend the 'Petitions 
of RightandCrown Procedure Ari .\87:!,"' 
and explained tho nature of it. 

Learo granted. 

Bill read a firat time. 

I'OWEKS OK THF. I.KCI^L.Vl T 111'. 

Mr. A.sh moved that a respectful ad- 
dress he presented to his Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, requesting his Honor to 
cause to bo sent down to this House c.ip- 
ies of all correspondence between the 
'.{overnment, or any member thereof, and 
I'ho .Judges of the Supremo Court, or any 
of them, ami between tho governments of 
iho pnivincc and tlio Dominion, on the 
subject of the status of the Judges of the 
.Supremo Com t of thn Province in rela- 
tion to tho rights anil powers of tho Pro- 
vincial legislature. He thought that as 
an important paragrapli of the Lient. • 
Clovcrnor's Speech referred to this matter 
tho correspondence ought to be sent down 
to the House. 

Hon.. Mr. Walkcm had no objection io 
the reBoIution, which was then passed. 

SUl'RESIE COrUT .(I'DOK ,VT N.VN.VIMl). 

Mr. Abrams moved that in the opinion 
of this House it is in tho interest of ilie 
settlers on the e.ast coast and is desirable 
that a judge of tlie Supreme Court should 
reside at Nanaimo, He remarked that 
every member of the House would agree 
with him that a judge should reside at 
Nannimo. It was very necessary ereii 
now and would be more so when railway 
works were going on. 

M\: Pimbnry seconded the resolution. 

Hon. jMr. Walkem coincided with the 
resolulion, but remarked that it could do 
neither good nor harm. Reference wa.s 
made fco the Act which had just been do 
dared unconstitutional by tho Supreme 
Court. If three judges were to remain 
bore it would do im barm for tlie House 
to show by pa.ssing this resolution that it 
was in favor of one of ilicni residing in 
Xanaimo. 

Mr. Ash considered that the resolution 
should bo laid over till further informa- 
tion bo received as to tho power.s of tho 
legislature in dealing with the judges. 

Mr. Abranis would allow tin.' resolution 
f.0 lie over if any good would result from 
so doing. It was merely an cxpre..>isiivn of 
opinion of the House. 

Dr. Ash would beobligedtovoteagain.st 
the rcBolution if pressed to an issue just 
now. Tho hon. gentleman sliould bring 
in a bill to provide for a resident judical 
Jfanaimo. 

Mr. Smithe referred to the .Vdminisl ra- 
tion o( Justice Bill, and staled that at the 
time it was passed he was opposed to the 
County Court jmlges being abolished as 
they were, and stated his reasons for so 
doing. Ho tlioroughly appreciated the 
position of the hon. member for Nan.'iimo 
in hia desire to secure a Supreme Court 
judge at Nanaimo. As to the expression 
of opinion of the House on the resolution 
he was entirely in favor of it. The House 
should pass it and then tho attorney- 
general should bring down a bill to meet 
the difficulty. 

Mr. Bennett could not sui)port the re- 
solution but ho entirely sympatliized with 
.the mover. That hon. gentleman was in- 
strumental in passing the .act which de- 
prived Nanaimo of a Cotmty Court judge. 
(Hoar, hoar, from M\: .-Vbrams, and ho 
would do it again). He had ahmya re- 
wrotted the removal of the County Court 



Jon. Mv. Beaven lielicved that the 
most sensible piece of legislation ever 
passed by this House was the adoption of 
the Axl removing County Court judges. 
Prisoners guilty or not guilty had been 
kept in gaol many months because 
there was no Supreme Court judj;e ther^ 



to try tliein. Ho was not going to say 
anything about the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court, but he had his own opin- 
I ion about it. This province certainly 
I had equal rights with the eastern pro- 
vinces. He never had but one opinion 
i on this subject and lie believed that it 
i would idtimately i)r6ve that tho legisla- 
' ture had power (■' deal vt-ith tho judges, 
j IVfr. iMara diil . ot think it possible that 
. prisoners could Fl- . c been kept in goal 
for tho length of time stated by the min- 
ister of finance. The judges had decided 
that assizes should be held twice a year 
on the mainland and the}- should have 
, hsd tlieir own way if they had not been 
: interfered with. He would certainly 
vote against tho resolution as this was 
I neither tho time nor place to bring nn a 
I debate of this description. 
I .Mr. Vernon suggested thai the debate 
1 be adjourned and he woidd move to that 
[ efTect. 

I Mr. Walkem rose to .speak to the mo- 
i tion lor adjournment and was called to 
; order by Mr. Ash. 

1 Ml. Walkem continued and was cidled 
j to order by Mv. Mara who remarked tliat 
j the motion had not been seconded but to 
I enable the attorney general to speak he 
i would second it. 

I .Mr. .-Vrdi said it was a motion toad 
I joarn. 

I Mr. S[)eaker here juil the nuition to 
adjourn which was lost amid much 
' laughter and was reminded by the attor- 
ney general that it was a motion to ad- 
' joui n the debate and not ihe House. 

Hon. jMr. Walkem then reviewed the 
I legislature on tho ailininisu-ation of j,is- 
I lice and cliaraetori/.ed the late judgments 
as logical -illngical prodiictiuns. It must 
! seem to Mr, Speaker and to tho House 
' very strange that the discovery that all 
the provinces bad been wrong had been 
j made l>y the judges of this prov ince. 
I (Ither iirnvinces had passed bills for 
regidatiug county courl judges and had 
j always had full control of them. Thoy 
were directed to reside in certain districts 
! and had to comply. He cited instances 
; in proof of this assertion, and argued in 
I favor of the ormst it uti.iniility of the course 
I pursued by the legislature. He could 
not say how the matter wa.s lo I'lid as the 
jiulgnieiits were not final but only iuler- 
locutory. I'l'iO change tliat had been 
made in the administration of justice by 
thu House was defended at considei'ablo 
length. With regard to the resolution he 
did not see tluii iUiything would be frained 
hy deferring it. 

Hon. Mr. IJeaven wished to remark 
that the late .) udge Kobertsou had noth- 
ing to do with the .VdminisI ration of Jus- 
tice Bill. 

Mr. Ash thought it would be absuril to 
place the Honao in the position that it 
would be placed by passing this resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. (lalhraith was of opininji ihai ;ii 
the tiiiio the act in question w:is under 
discussion the hon. mover of the resolu- 
tion was unceasing in his olforts to seciiie 
a Supremo Court .ludgo for Nanaimo. 

Mr. Abrams explained his position with 
regard to the Adniinistration of Justice 
bill. Ho was proud to say that the vote 
ho gave for that bill was the happiest 
vote he ever gave in the House. 

Another discussion here occurred a.s lo 
whether the debate was now eloaed or 
not in which Hon. Mr. Walkem, 
Mr. Mara and Mr. Smithe took part. 
The latter hon. member assorted tiiat the 
attorney general was entirely wrong in 
his view of the question at issue. He 
continued to speak at some length on ihe 
point of order that had been raised. He 
then spoke of the action of ihe member 
for Nanaimo in voting for the bill that 
gave a supreme court judge to New 
Westminster, to Clinton and to Cariboo; 
and that he could not now in justice com- 
plain of his own di.strici being left with- 
out one. He would, however, vote for 
Iho resolution as it would oblige the gov- 
ernment to bring down a bill to increase 
the numlier of Supreme Court judges so 
that Nanaimu could get one. 

Mr. Mara moved that the House do 
now adjourn in order to .adjourn the de- 
bate. (Cries of "no," "no.") 

Mr. Vernon referred to the fact thai 
the resolution wa.s an abstract opinion 
which could bear no result. If a judge 
of the Supreme Court could bo obtained 
by such a simple resolution it would be 
competent for any member to frame a 
similar one and have a judge for Jiis (lar- 
ticular district. Ho did not think the 
government could bo in earnest in sup- 
porting sucharesolution for he failed to seo 
how Nanaimo could obtain a judge unless 
an additional one was appointed. It 
Beeincd to hiiu tlie wisest cour.10 not to 
meddle with the judiciary till matters 
now ponding in the courts were settled; 
and deprecated the discussion at the pre- 
sent time as inapportunc and useless. He 
would support the resolution because Na- 
naimo should have n resident jud^e. He 
would again move an adjournment of 
the debate. 

Mr. Mara here .asked the mover lo 
withdraw his motion for adjournment, 
which was done. 

On the motion being put it was carried, 
only three members voting against it. 

When the ayes wore read over objec- 
tion was taken to Mr. Drummond's name 
being counted as several membors a.SBcrt- 
ed that ho was asleep. 

Mr. Ash gave notice that he would ask 
leave on Monday next to bring in a bdl 
for providing a supremo court judge for 
Nanaimo and then he would see if the 
government would support it. 

THE ruOLg MURDKU. 

Mr. Brown moved: That an order of 
the House be granted for all correspon- 
dence and a return of all expen.ses cnn- 
nocted with and incurred in the arrest of 
the Indian "Hunter Jack" and the ex- 
pedition to Chilcoten in the Pool murder 
case. 

Seconded by Mr. MctJiUivr.iy. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem stiggesteil a slight 
anicndinent to the resolution which, if 
adopted, he would be happy to bring 
down the correspondence. 

Mr. Mara wished lo read a cftmniuniea- 
tion from Ctipt. Martley witii reference 
to the treatment of "Hunter Jack'' while 
in gaol. 

Mr. Walkem objected to the letter Ijc- 
ing read, but finally withdrew his olijr-i- 
tion. 

Mr. Mara then read the letter,of which 
the following' is an abstract: "Ljist Au- 
gust one Hunter Jack, an Indian chief, 
wa.s arrested on a charge of being con- 
cerned in the Poole nunder. Tho evi- 
dence against him was of tho most truni 
pei-y kind. He was taken, chained hand 
and foot, past the justices at Lillooet and 
Pavillion, and was lodged in gaol at Clin- 
ton. Here he was remanded from wei;k 
to week and kept heavih' ironed. He 
states that occasionally wlieu 'Mr. Sones 
took Mr. Livingston's duty as gaoler Mr. 
Soues used to release bun fioni his chains. 
Ho also says that although he was can - 
tioncd by the J. P. s in the usual way, yet 
that subsequently bo was told to make a 
clean breast of it." lie would be glad to 
hand the letter over to tho govoiinnent. 

.Mr. Saul stated that Capt.Afartlpy's as- 
sertions were incorrect and he.puoceeded 
to read letters in refutation. 



Mr. Brown considered that the reading 
of the papers by Mr. Saul was taking an 
advantage of the absent parties. He con- 
sidered th.at the paper road by Mr. .Saul 
became the property of tho li -\\r.v. It and 
Mr. Mara'a letter were iccordingly hand- 
ed to tho clerk. 

The resolution was carried. 

THE Mi.ssiNu voi « ni-;r,. 

.Mr. Ash moved: Tlmt the committee of 
public accounts bo authorized to inquire 
into the circumstances connected with the 
refusal to jiay or return a voucher present- 
ed at the treasury by the request of Ivoed 
JSros. and tii report thereon to the House. 
He staled that as the questions that had 
been )mt to ihe miniutor of finance and 
agriculture had nut been satisfactory he 
would now nfTer a resolution on tho .<iub- 
ject. ~ 

Seconded by r. Vernon. 

Hon. Mr. lieavon was glad that tho 
member for Cnniox liad arrived at a right 
conclusion at last, [fe thought the hon. 
member was on this matter at least was 
becoming imbecile. He (.Mr. .Vsh) must 
ha\e been thinking ;tbout it night and 
day or lie coidd not have asked so many 
(|uestions, all of wliich he had liad to an- 
swer to the best of hi.s ability. The paper 
in ijuestion was uf less value than the 
r des of the House iliau before him. Tho 
history of tho ini.«siug vouchor was then 
given from Dec. , 1878. As there was no 
occasion for paying that vouchor ho took 
it over to the L. tfc W. dept. and handed 
it to tho C. ('., and that was the last he had 
seen of it. 

iMr. \'ernon diaracierized the language 
of the hon. ilnaiice minister as unparlia- 
mentary and di.scourtcous to the hon. 
member for Como.\. 

Mr. Smithe remarked that there was 
considcrablo feeling at one time witli re- 
ference to this matter. If a proper ex- 
planation had been given by the linn, the 
minister of finance at first all the .suhsi-- 
quont questioning woidd have bui;n avoid 
ed. That h.ou. gentleman had continually 
tried to evade answering the question 
properly. 

Mr. ^lara was surprised at tho e.xplan 
ation of the finance minister and the .as- 
sertion that the paper in question was of 
no valim. Every member of the House 
naturally supposed that tho vouchor was 
of value to Kced Bros. The vouclier was 
last seen in Hon. Mr. Beavon's hands, 
and it was his duty to find it. Hew.asnbt 
sure that the mover of the rosulution was 
i right in referring it lo the public accounlH 
i committee. It should be submitted to a 
I select committoo with power to send for 
persons and jiapers. Nntliing le.s.H would 
I satisfy the country. 

' Mr. Armstrong rciii.'irkcd that ilu- gov 
I ornment hadthrownaway 00,0U0,or70,i)i)0 
dollars on tho Esqnimalt dock and would 
have to throw away a great deal more j'et. 
I That was the question that should be 
I dealt with and not a piece of paper ilial 
I had been said was uf no valtie. 
j Hon. Mr. W alkem entered into rxplan 
' ations with reference to the missing 
I voucher. He considered that as a lawsuit 
j was pending on the coflerdam claims, 
it was wrong for the House to inlerfiire 
I with tho nutter. 

I Mr. Ash referred to Ihe assertion of the 
I Hon Mr. Beaven last .session which 
I had been retracted, and lie do 
i precated (he inanuer in which the 
! minister of finance and agricul- 
I lure had spoken to the resolution. He 
could if he saw fit make tho hon. member 
I retract having called him (Mr. Ash) an 
I imbecile. The fact remained ihe same 
I that the voucher cnuld not be found when 
it was tho duty ol ibe govi-ninieni lolmve 
I found it, as it was the pi'MpiUTy 'if Keed 
Bros. Everything in c-inu'il ion with the 
aflair indicated that ii ontrhi betliiM- 
oughly enquired into. He was, bowevei , 
well satisfied to leave it in tlie hands 
of the pubhc accounts comuiiltpo. 
The resolution was carried.

Mr. Armstrong moved tin' second read 
ing of tho Leg.al Profc-.^siotiK Hill and e\- 
plained its provision.s. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had no ..bjections 1.. 
the bill at all. He did not believe in 
narrowmindednoss in law. The custom in 
j Ontario and in England was explained at 
j some length. 

I Mr. Asii remarked that none hut coni- 
; patent persons should be admitted to the 
; liar because the County and Supreme 
i Court judges were selected under the 11. 
I N. A. Act from the bar. He did not see 
! why candidates should object to an en- 
I Iranco examination. The extraordinary 
' speed in which the Legal Profession Bill 
was hurried through the House was then 
referred to; and many of the i»rivilegcs 
: and advantages which the bar h.id receiv- 
ed through the letrislature weri> enninera- 
ted. 

Mr. McGillivray would sup[)ori tlie 
second reading as lawyers like other |)oo- 
ple should stand or fall on tlicir own mer- 
its.

To Tin; Ei>iroK:— To-day we leurn that 
a citizen, for no otTenco except at the 
worst a common assault, has been sen- 
tenced to six moDths' iniprLsonment with 
hard labor. It is indeed ^;?t'<i,sf/(i/ to think 
that a citizen, who has been involuntari- 
ly provoked into fistieutls, should play tlu; 
rule of a member of the chaingang. Not 
long ago a resident of New Westminster 
was convicted o/i for fishing on a 

Sunday during prohibited hours, and that 
without a hearing. In other cases with- 
in the writer's knowledge alleged otl'end- 
ors have been sentenced to terms of im- 
prisonment imwarr..nted by statute; and 
again, the Justices have convicted and 
sentenced supposed culprits for ofl'ence.^ j 
unknown to tho law. It is within tho ' 
inpmory|i f inainlaml residents how a ma- ' 
gislrale aenloncod a stallion to bo castrat- 
ed on a charge by tlie owner of a mare 
that the stallion had run her down and 
caused her to slip her foal. On Ihe other 
Uand those itinerant Justices have com- 
pounded a charge of arson by fining the 
alleged ofl'endor and dividing the fine and ■ 
costs bel ween theinselvoa and tho prose-! 
cul. i. I'lidiably tin* attorney general 
knows by report that these wandering 
.LPs. are ton prone to make convictions 
that they may got costs to themselves; 
and instances are not wanting where, ! 
while absoh ing the accused, the Justices 
liave done su suli modo; i. .'. on p.aymeiit 
by I'le del'endant of prosecutor's costs. 
Not long ago a man was lined for tin; al- ■ 
Icged oflenco of selling liquor to an In- 
dian, and riot having tho monpy to pay 1 
tliofine, the Justices took his promissory : 
note payable to tliomHclves. And now 
uur noblo attorney general como-s forward I 
with an .-Vet by which ho would put the ; 
properly and liborty of the citizens at the ' 
caprice of these ignorant, wilful and ; 
sometimes malevolent and ifilerested Jus- 
tices of the Peace, making their arbitrary ' 
and illegal docisions beyond control; and 
tells in a lie to ihe House that convictions 
are upset by tho Judges because an "i' 
is not ilotted or a " t " is not croisod. If 
such is tri lis the slate of things, may bel- 
ter loindi'd lucu leave the )>laeeand le-ave 
Mr. Walkem and Ihoao of his mind to be 
dealt with by Judges of his own creation.
